REPORT  OF  BUILDING  NEEDS  COMMITTEE 

The  Building  and  Needs  Committee  has  formulated 
the  need  for  a  comprehensive  Civic  Center  Master  Plan 
to  define  the  present  and  projected  civic  building  re- 
quirements for  the  Town  of  Newington.  The  Master  Plan 
describes  the  general  building  determinants,  the  overall 
relationship  of  existing  and  new  buildings  on  the  Civic 
Center  site  and  Phase  Planning  objectives  for  construc- 
tion. 
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The  First  Phase  of  construction  is  intended  to  serve 
those  needs  which  the  Committee  considers  to  be  most 
urgent  and  necessary:  1.  a  multi-purpose  building,  Meet- 
ing Hall,  to  provide  gymnasium,  shower  and  locker 
facilities  for  school  and  community  use,  an  area  for  civic 
meetings,  and  auditorium  facilities  for  various  school 
and  civic  functions;  2.  an  addition  to  the  Elementary 
School  to  provide  needed  areas  to  maintain  Newington's 
quality  educational  standards;  and,  3.  an  addition  to  the 
Municipal  Building  to  meet  Fire  Department  area  use  re- 
quirements. Phase  II  includes  the  construction  of  a  new 
Municipal  Building  and  another  addition  to  the  Elementa- 
ry School.  Included  in  Phase  III  are  the  renovation  of  the 
existing  Municipal  Building,  which  will  become  the 
Public  Safety  Building,  and  the  addition  of  an  area  to 
meet  Police  Department  requirements.  Also  considered 
are  the  renovation  of  the  old  Newington  Town  Hall  and 
a  Fire  Department  sub-station  on  an  appropriate  site  to 
be  selected. 

The  Civic  Center  building  program  is  projected  to  serve 
the  long-term  needs  of  the  Newington  Community  and 
provide  a  focal  point  of  civic  interest  in  government,  re- 
creation, education  and  safety  services.

The  Superintendent 
has  initiated  another  new  program  within  the  cemetery 
which  is  the  repair  and  renovation  of  those  monuments 
and  markers  (gravestones)  that  have  become  broken  and 
damaged  throughout  the  years.  These  are  primarily  in 
the  oldest  section  (Eastern  Division),  some  date  back  to 
the  early  1800's.  This  will  be  a  continuing  project  until 
the  project  is  completed.  The  Historical  Committee  and 
individual  citizens  have  made  suggestions  that  this  be 
accomplished. 

Funds  were  also  requested  to  cover  the  survey  and 
plotting  of  the  new  section  (Southern  Division),  together 
with  the  emplacement  of  corner  markers  on  the  new  lots. 
This  has  been  laid  out  on  paper  for  some  time,  but  has 
never  been  accomplished  on  site. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  snow- 
mobilists  during  the  winter  months  for  adhering  to  the 
rules  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and  request  their  con- 
tinued cooperation. 

Special  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Bay  View  4  H  mem- 
bers for  planting  trees  and  seedlings  outside  the  recently 
constructed  fence  in  the  Southern  Division  of  the  ceme- 
tery, under  the  guidance  of  their  group  leaders  and  the 
Superintendent.  Plans  have  been  made  to  accomplish 
additional  plantings  of  appropriate  trees  during  the 
ensuing  year.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  survey  of  town-owned  land  has  been  completed, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  remaining  parcels.  This  ex- 
penditure was  funded  by  the  town  with  matching  funds 
from  the  Ford  Foundation.  One  boundary  dispute  has 
arisen  as  a  result  of  the  survey.  However,  it  is  hopeful 
that  this  will  be  resolved  within  the  near  future. 

The  Newington  Town  Forest  has  been  recognized  by 
the  State  and  the  American  Forestry  Association  as 
being  the  oldest  town  forest  in  the  entire  United  States. 
As  a  point  of  information,  this  forest  was  established  in 
1710,  and  income  from  the  cutting  of  timber  from  the 
forest  has  financed  many  functions  and  building  projects 
for  the  townspeople.  Those  still  existing  are  the  Old 
Town  Hall  and  the  Stone  Schoolhouse  which  were  par- 
tially funded  from  this  source.  As  one  of  our  townspeople 
remarked  recently,  the  town  had  an  effective  planning 
board  way  back  then  which  has  enabled  us  to  effectively 
utilize  our  resources.  The  Conservation  Commission  has 
plans  formulated  to  erect  a  plaque  near  the  town  forest 
to  commemorate  this  historical  fact. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Bicentennial  Year,  this  Com- 
mission is  planning  to  effect  additional  tree  plantings 
within  the  town.  One  such  project  is  to  increase  the 
planting  of  maples  near  the  church  to  a  total  of  nine  trees, 
symbolizing  the  fact  that  New  Hampshire  was  the  ninth 
state  in  the  Union  to  ratify  the  Constitution.

As  the  Town  grows  so  does  the  need  for  fire  protection 
and  the  responsibilities  of  the  men  in  the  department, 
requiring  many  added  hours  of  training  and  pre-planning 
to  be  ever  ready  for  any  and  all  situations  that  may  arise 
With  todays  demands  on  the  departments  personnel, 
personal  obligations  to  thier  jobs,  their  homes  and  fam- 
ilies, there  is  scarcely  time  left  to  devote  the  time  neces- 
sary to  put  it  all  together  and  keep  things  running 
smoothly.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  REPORT 

The  Town  of  Newington  experienced  a  forest  fire  free 
year  in  1975.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  recorded  718 
forest  fires  covering  800  acres,  271  of  the  fires  were  in  our 
district  involving  80.53  acres.  Forest  fires  are  a  shameful 
waste  of  our  natural  resources,  destroying  the  natural 
cover  for  our  wildlife  and  effecting  our  land  in  soil  erosion 
and  watershed. 

The  State  law  requires  of  any  person  wishing  to  kindle 
an  open  fire,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with 
snow  or  if  raining,  to  obtain  written  permission  from  the 
Forest  Fire  Warden  in  the  Town  in  which  they  reside. 
The  law  includes  camp-ground  and  outdoor  cooking  fires. 

No  open  burning  can  be  authorized  by  the  local  warden 
between  the  hours  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  daily. 

Please  do  not  use  the  emergency  fire  number  to  call 
for  a  permit,  please  call  436-0491 . 

Let  us  all  make  forest  fire  prevention  every  day  busi- 
ness, it  will  pay  big  dividends  to  us  all.  Keep  up  the  good 
work  and  make  1976  another  record  free  year.  THANK  YOU.

HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

The  Historical  Commission  lias  continued  meeting 
on  a  regular  schedule  this  past  year.  At  the  request  of 
the  Selectmen  the  Commission  has  been  given  the 
responsiblity  of  restoring  the  old  railroad  station  and 
developing  plans  for  its  use.

Having  established  the  worth  of  the  building,  work 
was  commissioned  to  provide  the  most  necessary  re- 
pairs and  a  budget  established  to  complete  restoration 
in  1976.  The  Commission  is  presently  considering  plans 
for  using  the  station  and  will  welcome  suggestions. 

In  addition  to  the  work  on  the  railroad  station  the 
Commission  has  studied  the  established  goals  and  pur- 
poses of  Historial  Commissions  in  other  towns  and  is 
setting  up  a  framework  for  operating  in  Newington.

(The  polls  will  open  at  Ten  O'clock  A.M.  and  unless 
extended  by  vote  at  the  meeting  will  close  at  Six  O'clock 
P.M.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Town  Meeting  be  recessed 
to  Saturday  March  6, 1976,  at  1:00  P.M.  This  must  be  done 
by  a  motion  from  the  floor.) 

Article  1.  To  choose  in  the  manner  provided  by  law 
One  Selectmen  for  a  term  of  3  years;  One  Trustee  of  Trust 
Funds  for  a  term  of  3  years;  One  Library  Trustee  for  a 
term  of  3  years;  One  member  of  Cemetery  Committee 
for  a  term  of  3  years;  Three  members  of  Budget  Commit- 
tee'for  a  term  of  three  years;  a  Superintendent  of  Ceme- 
tery, Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Pound  Keeper, 
Highway  Agent,  Building  Inspector,  Fence  Viewers,  and 
all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year.

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  Sewer 
Ordinance  for  the  Industrial-Commercial  District  as 
proposed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Articles.  Revenue  Sharing  Article: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  the  sum  of  $25,000.00, 
for  the  purpose  of  a  Water  System  Supply  Survey  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Planning  Board  and  authorize  the  with- 
drawal of  the  amount  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  agrees  to  participate  in 
the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  by  directing  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  complete  the  eligibility  applica- 
tion and  submit  the  required  information  to  the  Federal 
Insurance  Administration. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
National  Fire  Protection  Association's  Life  Safety  Code 
101. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the 
Selectmen  to  seek  an  opinion  from  the  Attorney  General 


of  the  State  of  New  Hampstiire  as  to  the  legality  of  the 
plowing  of  private  driveways  by  the  Town  and  that  the 
Selectment  abide  by  the  ruling  as  deternnined  by  said 
Attorney  General.  (Petitioned  by  12  voters.) 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the 
Town  Office  of  Building  Inspector  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  place  of  the  present  system  of 
elective  office. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  the  ex- 
penditure of  $80,000.00,  for  a  new  Fire  Engine  as  included 
in  the  budget. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  the  build- 
ing program  proposed  by  the  Building  Needs  Committee 
and  the  expenditure  of  $478,000.00,  over  a  period  of  Two 
Years. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  enact  an  ordinance 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  that  portion  of  Old  Dover  Road 
between  the  Avery  Road  and  the  Northern  entrance  from 
Old  Route  16  at  Beane's  Hill  by  vehicles  with  more  than 
Two  axles,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.

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Generous  book  budget  allowing  us  to  buy  between 
300  and  400  of  the  best  of  the  current  publications  in- 
cluding references,  indexes  and  guides,  as  well  as  best 
sellers. 

Paperback  collection,  growing  like  Topsy,  where  the 
patron  seems  to  borrow  3  books  and  return  6  or  8  -  all  to 
the  good. 

School  programs  with  films,  talks  and  book  borrowing. 
Also,  Langdon  has  been  providing  films  to  Great  Bay 
Center,  as  the  State  could  not  spare  them  any. 

Trustees  and  Staff  attend  meetings  and  workshops, 
participate  in  Statewide  Library  Development  (Certificate 
recently  granted),  meet  regularly  each  month  and  try  to 
foresee  and  provide  materials  needed.

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THE QLD PARSONAGE 

The  Historical  Society  is  making  special  efforts  to 
publicize  tfie  Old  Parsonage  during  the  national  bi- 
centennial year,  and  so  to  that  end  actual  work  has  begun 
on  returning  the  interior  to  its  original  appearance.  Acting 
under  expert  advice,  the  Society  has  provided  funds  to 
open  the  front  staircase  to  the  attic  as  evidence  indicated 
it  was  originally  constructed.  Some  of  the  modern  wall- 
board  has  been  removed  disclosing  traces  of  very  old 
wallpaper  and  even  old  newspaper.  More  work  is  planned 
for  the  front  hall  when  weather  permits.  The  windows 
have  been  reglazed  where  necessary  and  the  sash  primed. 

The  building  has  been  opened  on  a  regular  schedule 
in  July  and  August  and  opened  by  appointment  on  several 
occasions.  Many  school  children  have  toured  the  building 
to  see  exactly  how  our  forefathers  lived.  The  Historical 
Society  is  planning  to  have  the  building  open  more 
frequently  in  1976  and  to  present  a  series  of  demonstra- 
tions of  Colonial  household  crafts  during  the  summer. 

A  splendid  swinging  rocking  horse  has  been  donated 
to  the  childrens  room  by  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Harold  Frink  and 
dolls  clothing  have  been  given  by  Marion  Spinney  and 
Barbara  Myers.  We  are  presently  searching  for  an  old  doll 
house  and  a  rigid  sled  with  curved  runners  in  the  front. 
Toys  up  to  the  1930's  are  being  accepted  for  this  col- 
lection. Other  articles  of  interest  have  been  donated  by 
Mr.  Wesley  Packard.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

At  the  close  of  1975  most  of  our  industrial  and  com- 
mercial building  prospects  will  have  been  completed. 
The  1975  recession  has  slowed  down  the  developers, 
this  has  given  the  Planning  Board  more  time  to  devote 
to  future  planning.  The  Planning  Board  has  devoted  con- 
siderable time  working  on  the  proposed  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance, this  is  the  same  basic  proposed  ordinance  that 
was  submitted  to  the  voters  last  year  which  was  defeated 
by  one  vote.  Several  voter  indicated  that  they  objected  to 
the  section  that  would  have  permitted  Planned  Unit 
Development  (P.U.D),  with  the  approval  of  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Adjustment.  We  have  removed 
this  section  from  the  proposed  Zoning  Ordinance. 

We  urge  the  voters  to  approve  this  modified  proposed 
Zoning  Ordinance.  We  believe  this  will  give  the  Planning 
Board  and  Board  of  Adjustment  a  better  tool  to  cope  with 
the  future  development  of  the  Town.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  year  1975  has  brought  many  changes  and  chal- 
lenges to  the  Police  Department.  We  have,  for  the  first 
time  added  two  full  time  patrolment  to  the  department, 
in  addition  to  the  Chief  and  part  time  officers.  However, 
we  have  seen  an  increase  of  more  than  twice  the  activity 
over  1974.  While  traveling  55,482  miles  in  1975,  the  Police 
Department  received  1,654  complaints  or  calls  for  assist- 
ance, as  compared  to  717  in  1974.  Investigations  by  the 
department's  officers  included  302  criminal  offenses, 
20  missing  persons  and  29  animal  complaints.  There 
were  81  criminal  arrests  made  during  1975,  as  compared 
to  175  criminal  offense  investigations  and  53  criminal 
arrests  in  1974. 

In  the  area  of  highway  safety,  efforts  of  our  officers 
resulted  in  11  motor  vehicle  arrests,  and  the  issuance  of 
91  summonses,  248  warnings,  and  46  defective  equip- 
ment tags.  Officers  assisted  644  motorists  while  on 
routine  patrol  and  rendered  assistance  to  other  law  en- 
forcement agencies  on  190  occasions.  Unfortunately, 
Newington  recorded  its  first  fatal  accident  in  more  than 
four  years.  In  addition,  122  property  damage  accidents 
and  five  personal  injury  accidents  were  investigated. 

Police  activities  resulted  in  158  cases  being  prepared 
for  the  Portsmouth  District  Court  for  both  criminal  and 
motor  vehicle  offenses. 

The  department's  prevention  and  service  program  re- 
sulted in  632  residence  checks  while  owners  were  away, 
and  59  business  establishments  or  town  buildings  had 
unlocked  doors  and  windows  secured  by  officers  on 
patrol.  The  department  conducted  34  escorts,  recorded 
148  burglar  alarms,  responded  to  22  fire  alarms,  and 
assisted  in  17  ambulance  calls. 
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During  1975,  all  full  time  officers  successfully  com- 
pleted the  mandatory  Police  Training  Academy  and  were 
certified  by  the  New  Hampshire  Police  Standards  and 
Training  Council  as  required  by  law.  In  addition,  regular 
and  part  time  officers  attended  training  sessions  pre- 
sented by  the  Council  at  the  Vocational-Technical  Insti- 
tute in  Portsmouth.  Plans  for  1976  include  additional 
specialized  courses  in  photography,  fingerprinting, 
breathalyzer  testing,  police  prosecution  and  accident 
investigation. 

Additional  space  has  been  added  to  our  office  at  the 
Old  Town  Hall,  with  the  majority  of  the  work  having  been 
done  by  Tom  Roy.  In  addition, we  have  improved  com- 
munications with  the  Fire  Department's  ambulance  and 
hope  to  be  able  to  provide  a  Local  Government  radio 
frequency  to  be  shared  by  both  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments,  as  well  as  other  town  agencies  in  the  near 
future. 

Our  aim  is  to  provide  the  best  possible  service  and 
protection  for  Newington.  Your  continued  support  and 
cooperation  is  greatly  appreciated.

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PORTSMOUTH  COMMUNITY 
HEALTH  SERVICES,  INC. 

Portsmouth  Community  Health  Services  each  month 
provide  a  special  service  for  all  the  residents  of  Newington. 
A  health  nurse  is  at  the  Newington  Civic  Center  the  sec- 
ond Monday  of  each  month  in  the  afternoon.  The  nurse  is 
available  to  answer  your  health  questions,  to  provide 
health  counseling  and  teaching,  and  health  service  in- 
formation; and  to  do  basic  screening.  This  service  is  for 
you;  if  you  want  your  blood  pressure  checked,  if  you  have 
child-health  questions,  if  you  want  family  planning  in- 
formation, if  you  have  any  health  questions.  The  hours 
are  from  3  to  4  the  second  Monday  of  the  month. 

The  past  two  years  a  flu  clinic  has  been  held  in  Novem- 
ber, Newington  residents  who  attended  received  flu 
shots  and  other  services  provided  included  checking  of 
blood  pressures  and  teaching  on  early  cancer  detection. 
The  flu  clinics  were  staffed  by  a  physician  and  Ports- 
mouth Community  Health  nurses.  Approximately  thirty 
residents  attended  each  clinic. 

Average  number  of  Newington  residents  receiving  the 
services  during  the  past  year:  4  children  attend  clinics 
a  month;  2  newborns  are  visited  each  month;  4  child 
health  home  visits  a  month  and  12  attend  family  planning 
clinics. 

The  various  programs  provided  by  the  Community 
Health  Services  are  as  follows:  Home  Care,  Child  Health, 
Family  Planning,  Elderly  Health  Services,  Mental  Health, 
Pre-natal  classes.  Special  Health  Services,  Port  House, 
Tree  House  and  also  an  Oncology  Clinic  staffed  by  Dr.  G. 
Dodge.  If  you  wish  to  avail  yourself  of  any  services  call 
436-0815.

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ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Newington: 

The  children  of  Newington,  grades  K  through  12,  are 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  good  education  that  is  being  pro- 
vided for  them  by  the  citizens  through  the  School  Board. 

The  elementary  program  compares  favorably,  I  believe, 
with  any  in  the  state.  The  town  has  provided  the  materi- 
als necessary  to  further  the  educational  needs  of  the 
children.  The  teachers  are  a  dedicated  crew,  working 
harmoniously  to  see  that  each  child  progresses  to  the 
utmost  of  his  ability.  Your  Principal,  besides  being  a 
good  teacher  himself,  has  been  able  to  gain  the  coopera- 
tion of  all  in  order  to  make  the  school  a  friendly  and  en- 
riching place  to  be.  No  child  should  suffer  from  a  lack 
of  material  things  or  from  not  having  teachers  and  a 
principal  who  care. 

Since- Newington  became  a  member  of  Supervisory 
Unign  No.  52,  there  has  been  talk  of  building  expansion 
in  order  to  provide  more  room  for  the  program  which  is 
presently  being  carried  out  and  for  further  expansion  of 
the  elementary  program.  There  are  shortages  of  space  in 
some  areas  and  these  should  be  corrected.  It  is  my 
understanding  that  the  building  committee  for  the  town 
and  school  is  proceeding  with  plans.  The  sooner  the 
plans  are  formulated,  your  facilities  and  programs  will 
be  that  much  better. 

This  is  not  a  normal  year  for  the  junior  high  students. 
When  anyone  is  on  double  sessions,  it  is  difficult.  With 
the  construction  at  the  Portsmouth  Junior  High,  this  has 
proved  a  difficult  time  for  your  students  of  that  age,  but, 
they  seem  to  have  adjusted  and  they  are  being  prepared 
for  high  school.  As  you  are  probably  aware,  the  Junior 
High  Advisory  Committee  is  studying  various  alterna- 
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tives  and  will  report  to  the  Board  with  their  findings.  It  is 
expected  that  they  will  be  looking  into  facilities,  curric- 
ulum and  staffing,  both  present  and  future,  in  their  re- 
ports. 

Hopefully,  by  a  year  from  this  time,  the  Senior  High, 
as  well  as  the  Junior  High,  will  be  on  single  sessions. 
While  the  students  are  getting  a  good  education  at 
Portsmouth  High,  the  single  session  will  offer  more, 
especially  in  the  way  of  extracurricula.  The  town  should 
be  thinking  as  to  whether  or  not  an  activity  bus  might  be 
made  available. 

The  single  session  should  also  have  a  stabilizing 
effect  and  thus  create  an  atmosphere  where  greater 
educational  progress  will  be  achieved.  All  children  will 
go  to  school  "fresh"  and  be  able  to  devote  their  full 
efforts  towards  their  subjects. 

The  addition  at  the  Senior  High  will  also  provide  great- 
er opportunities  in  vocational  education.  In  this  day  and 
age  where  a  college  education  isn't  everything,  a  student 
in  Voc-Ed  can  prepare  himself  very  nicely  for  the  future. 
The  prospects  are  tremendous. 

It  has  been  a  very  interesting  year.  I  shall  continue  to 
work  for  the  Board  and  ultimately,  the  citizens,  and  will 
provide  the  town  with  the  best  of  my  abilities.  The  co- 
operation of  the  Board  has  been  very  helpful.  The  staff 
has  been  most  receptive  to  suggestions  and  it  is  a  plea- 
sure to  work  with  them.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
my  appreciation  for  your  help  and  support.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
NEWINGTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOL 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Newington: 

As  the  first  function  of  any  school  is  to  offer  a  total 
child-centered  program  to  the  town  it  serves,  I  would  like 
to  begin  this  report  with  the  results  of  a  program  assess- 
ment by  John  Economopoulos,  head  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Department,  Division  of  Elementary  Educa- 
tion. In  late  October  Mr.  Economopoulos  visited  the 
school  and  found  that  on  the  bases  of  programs  offered 
and  certified  staff  to  carry  on  those  programs,  the  New- 
ington Public  School  should  be  granted  a  "conditional 
status."  The  school  was  found  to  offer  all  of  the  required 
standards  in  the  state  recommendations  and  the  profes- 
sional staff  was  found  to  be  professionally  certifiable 
in  basic  educational  practices.  The  conditional  standing 
would  be  changed  to  "approved"  upon  the  acquisition 
of  the  certification  of  two  program  directors.  This  assess- 
ment from  the  State  Department  indicates  the  strong 
commitment  of  the  town  and  school  personnel  to  the 
best  possible  education  for  the  children  of  Newington. 

As  to  the  specific  educational  program,  cursive  writing 
rather  than  printing  has  been  introduced  to  children  in 
the  primary  grades  based  on  recent  studies  which  show 
that  this  method  seems  to  produce  more  proficiency  in 
writing  especially  for  those  children  with  motor  defi- 
ciencies. So  far,  the  results  have  been  very  positive.  The 
math  program  at  this  level  has  focused  on  the  use  of 
Cuisenaire  rods  which  teaches  basic  math  principles 
through  the  use  of  concrete  materials;  in  this  case 
colored  rods.  Progress  with  this  method  has  been  so 
great  that  students  are  now  working  on  multiplication, 
a  principle  usually  begun  in  the  third  grade.  The  inter- 
mediate grades  this  year  have  been  using  the  student 
contract  system  in  completing  work  in  math  and  lan- 
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guage  arts.  This  particular  approach  contributes  to 
meeting  the  individual  needs  of  each  student  and  makes 
tor  greater  personal  involvement  of  teacher  and  pupil 
on  a  one  to  one  basis.  As  this  is  her  first  year  in  the  sys- 
tem, Miss  Julie  Berlow  has  been  working  on  diagnostic 
and  prescriptive  programming  for  the  5th-6th  grades. 
Mini-courses  on  career  awareness  and  Black  History 
were  also  developed  for  third  level.  The  kindergarden 
program  again  provides  younger  students  with  the  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  those  social  and  developmental  skills 
in  preparation  for  the  primary  grades.  The  specialized 
areas  of  art,  music,  and  physical  education  are  centered 
on  motor,  listening  and  rythmic  skills  which  can  benefit 
the  child  in  performing  classroom  work.  To  this  end,  in- 
structors in  these  areas  are  working  more  closely  with 
classroom  teachers. 

The  testing  program  has  been  expanded  on  all  levels 
this  past  year  to  determine  the  areas  of  strength  and 
weaknesses  of  each  child.  Of  note  are  the  Slingerland 
and  Illinois  tests  to  diagnose  language  problem.  The 
Gates-Mac  Ginitie  is  designed  to  measure  reading 
competency. 

Various  other  learning  experiences  have  come  both 
from  observing  and  doing.  Field  trips  this  year  included 
visits  to  the  Freedom  Train  (K-6);  Benson's  Animal  Farm 
(grades  1-2);  The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  (grades  3-6);  U.N.H. 
farm  and  flower  exhibit  (K);  and  the  NASA  presentation 
on  outerspace  travel  (grades  3-6).  Speakers  from  4H 
acquainted  students  with  the  countries  of  Netherlands, 
Brazil  and  Greece.  The  children  themselves  presented 
the  Wizard  of  Oz  and  Chanticleer  for  the  enjoyment  of 
the  community  and  also  participated  in  physical  educa- 
tion games  with  New  Castle.  Again  a  good  number  of 
children  in  the  3rd  through  6th  grades  took  part  in  the 
basketball  program.  An  unusually  outstanding  project 
under  the  supervision  of  the  art  director  and  worked  out 
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with  the  School  Board  approval  was  the  designing, 
planning  and  the  selling  of  a  calendar  which  involved  the 
student  body  in  the  basic  principles  of  business  practice. 

Toward  their  own  professional  betterment,  teachers 
have  been  involved  in  an  extensive  in-service  training 
program.  Under  the  direction  of  Title  I  consultant,  Susan 
Craig,  teachers  learned  to  administer  and  interpret  tests 
and  were  trained  in  the  methods  of  reading  remediation. 
The  school  also  had  representation  on  the  staff  develop- 
ment committee  for  the  supervising  union  and  in  Novem- 
ber was  represented  in  Dallas,  Texas,  at  the  National 
Early  Childhood  Conference.  Several  staff  members  also 
have  completed  courses  at  U.N.H. 

The  school  has  returned  to  the  custodial  type  of  main- 
tenance. In  the  Spring,  Mr.  William  Bernard  was  hired 
to  fill  the  position.  In  another  personnel  change,  Mrs. 
Jean  Bowser  replaces  Mrs.  Marcia  Labbe  as  school  nurse. 

After  a  year  in  the  Federal  Lunch  Program,  state  and 
federal  reimbursement  and  the  receipts  of  commodity 
foods  have  netted  over  $2,000.00  for  the  school  hot  lunch 
program.  A  total  of  8,700  lunches  were  served  during  the 
year. 

Improvements  on  the  building  through  the  summer  in- 
cluded painting  of  classrooms,  purchase  of  new  fire  ex- 
tinguishers and  auxiliary  lighting.  Expenditures  in  the 
area  of  building  maintenance  continue  to  rise  due  to  the 
cost  of  replacing  material  and  labor. 

As  in  years  past,  the  same  community  cooperation 
was  evidenced  in  the  service  of  both  individuals  and 
groups  who  contributed  to  the  success  of  various  pro- 
grams at  the  school.  School  volunteers  again  gave  freely 
of  their  time  and  special  thanks  goes  to  Mr.  Cliff  Spinney 
through  whose  efforts  the  school  received  30  boxes  of 
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useable  paper  from  the  Navy  Yard.  The  financial  support 
of  the  Recreation  Committee  was  responsible  for  a  num- 
ber of  field  trips  and  through  their  cooperation  with  the 
School  Board,  a  summer  recreational  program  was  made 
available  to  the  children  of  the  town. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  community  and 
acknowledge  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  School  Board, 
Mr.  John  Ball  and  the  school  staff  and  personnel  for  once 
again  providing  the  best  for  the  children  of  Newington.
